Prof, t'ovell. Principal of the West 
Virginia Institution, admired her, 
and she was a beautiful lady. 

Some Siaunton citizens, while visit 
ing Savannah, on important business, 
went to her resting place out of re- 
ipeot, and were struck with indigna- 
tion the very moment they found it 
much neglected. They subscribed 

monoy enough to erect a stone over 

her grave and inclose it with an iron 
railing. The mean person into whose 
hands the money was put for that 
purpose, used it lor his own use in- 
stead of fnllilling I he (.rust placed in 
him.

Ahout six miles from Sinitbvillo. 
Oa., live two deaf mutes, Mr. and 
Miss Jennings, whom I visited last 
May. A trip lo a distant tro- 
pical country prevented my visiting 
them, I ut I will have that pleasure on 
my return. 

We passed through Bnfaula, Ala., 
a line town, where lives the widow 
of Mr. Watson, of N. Y.. a graduate 
of the New York Institution, who 

opened the first deaf mute school in 
Alabama. He sleeps nameless under 
the sods at Montgomery. 

This removal caused the establish- 
ment at Talladega, Ala., of a State 
Institution for the deaf and dumb and 
the blind, mid the election of Dr. 
Johnson, Principal, who is one of my 
warmest friends in the world. Bis 
name is much rofypeelod tlioron 

this Slate. He often visits poor peo- 
ple in his town free of charge, which 
shows that he knows what charity is. 
The scenery seen from the Institution 

ik, beyond measure, beautiful. The 

Institution has a prettier flower gar- 
den than any other institution in our 
beloved land.

half of my seat, which he accepted 
with gracefnf thanks, saying " 1 am 
glad to lind one gentleman on board." 
We soon entered into conversation 
with inch other, find I found him an 
interesting conversationalist. Find- 
ing out. ibo object of my work, he ( \ 
claimed, " A glorious work," "I did 
not know before there was a preacher 
to mutes on the earth.

While in Montgomery, waiting for 
the Nashville train to go to Mobile, I 
(■ailed on a friend who once pleached 
in Indianapolis and knew Prof. Vail, 
and be uses the alphabet well. 

Yesterday morning, a large mail 

was handed to me at the post office, 

>md I was so much gratified to hoar 
from my dear children. 

I got a letter from a deaf mute, 
Patrick Doyle, of Harrod's Creek. 
Kv , asking me to send him word 
when 1 COttld have a service in Bonis 
ville, Ky. I will notify him and Miss 
Fwlltt, of that city, bcfovcliand. 

The mail brought DM a postal card 
from my faithful friend, Thomas 
Brown, ol N. EL, and an interesting 
letter from the Rev. Win. W. Turner, 
of Hartford, Conn., in answer to an 
important question which I propound- 
ed to him by mail. I shall make it an 
elaborate subject for your Journal 
before long. 

A few yards from this bouse lives an 
interesting deaf mute boy, about eight 
years old. He bids fair to make a 
shining mark in the world, if he is 
carefully brought up. I always com- 
plain that most deaf mutes cannot 
convey their ideas correctly by Writ- 
ing, which I attribute to their having 
been philosophically instructed at the 
institutions which they were sent 
10. I desire it to be clearly understood 
that I do not set tho blamo upon any 
of their teacher*, as I know that tbe 

education of the deaf-mates has not 

yet been brought to the highest de- 
cree of perfection, as that of liis more 
fortunate being has, his spoken lan- 
guage having been in use since the 
foundation of the world. No wonder 
it ip. 

I must tell you something wbicb 
will. 1 am sure, surprise yon. 

I shall hail from New Orleans to 
Vera in the Steamship City of Meri 
da, on Sunday, the 9th mst., which 
day does not suit me, bul I cannot 
help it. Were I the owner of the 
steamship, 1 could and would change 
I he day to Monday. 

Arriving at my destination, I shall 
tteam to the Oily of Mexico by rail, 
and remain within Us walls about two 
or three weeks, ninl then return to 
our beloved country. 

I will give you Heven principal rea- 
sons why 1 am off so far. 

First, My conscience has very long 

been advising ma strongly to go there 

to know about Mexican mutes, and I 
can neither resist its force nor get rid 

of it. I believe in an c ver present 

over ruliv.g special Providence, and if 
I harmonise vvilh His will, all will be 
lor good. I feel it my duly to obey 
the Strange dictation of my conscience. 
Htlljft we have tie\cr beard a 
word about the intellectual condition 
of those deaf mutes- I mean well or 

ganbtsd institutions. If lean find 

any true information, I will have it 
published to the deaf-mute world, 
through the Jovtn 

Thirdly, I know of a gentleman in 
Mexico Cily, who knows something 
about the sign language. He might 
do good to those mules. If there are 
any. 1 will snutrest it lo him 

Fotirilili/, While I was, about three 
vests ago. itinerating in Tex is, I was 
informed that there were four highly 
educated mute ladies in Mo it< rev, 
Mexico, and that they could both write 
Spanish, and play on the piano. 1 ar.i 
Ignorant of where and how they ac 
quired their education. They may 
have been sent, lo Spain. 

Fifthly, One of my old Virginia pn 
pils once went to Santa Fe. with a 
United States army, as a shoemaker. 
mend the shoes and boots of 
the army, at the expense of the United 
Slates Government. He may have 

bean paid fat wages \i thai place. 

be met two deaf-mutes, a brother and 
sister, on the slips of a large Catholic 
Cathedral, as they were returning 
Frees worship, lie imprudently told 
them by signs that tbey were tools to 
worship in the Cathedral, which en 



have killed him with stones, but. for 
tbe timely interference of two United 
Slates soldier*, who happened to be 
accompanying him.

On the maps, the territory in the in- 
terior of South Ameiica between Cape 
Horn and the Carrihean Sea appears 
thickly covered with villages, but in 
reality tiiese villages are small and 
widely scattered, and this immense 
licit of land, nearly BOOO miles in 
le: gth, is almost in the actual pos- 
session of the Aborigines. 

Of all the tracts of wild lands of 
South America, known under the 
names of Pampas, Paramos, Campos 
Parexis, the Puna, the Pajonal Llanos 
and Monianas. none possess greater 
interest than that of El G rail Chaeo. 

It is about £000 miles square, bound- 
ed on the east by the Paraguay Kiver, 
north and south it extends through 
eleven degrees of latitude, while on 
the west it is of unequal breadth. 

The Indian is the undoubted lord 
of (Iran Chaeo ; neither Spanish 
priest or soldier have been aide to 
Conquer him. In person ho is tall, 
straight as a reed, his frame muscular, 
his limbs round ami well proportion- 
ed, piercing coal-black eyes, well- 
formed features, and slightly aquiline 
nose. His color is neither red nor 
copper-eolor ; bis complexion is 
scarcely darker than that of a mulat- 
to, and not at all deeper in hue than 
many a pure blooded Spaniard. The 
Indians undivided into many tribes, 
whose customs vary slightly. Some 
of them paint a great deal, others not 
at all, or only on occasions of great 
Ceremony. The Chaeo tribes arc 
beardless by nature ; if by any chance 
a few hairs appears upon tho face, 
they are promptly pulled out. They 
also cut otf their eyebrows and eve- 
lashes, and only permit the hair 
which covers the upper part of the 
head to grow — either shaving off the 
remainder with a sharp shell, or 
plucking it out with a pair of horn 
tweezers. 

The dress of tho Chaoo Indian is 
one of__exeeeding simplicity. and 
mainly consists of a piece of white 
cotton or w-ool woven in a tri-color 
of red, white and blue about tbe 
waist. Their climate being that of 
an eternal spring, renders I heir cloth- 
ing unnecessary, except when cold 
winds sweep over the grassy plains, 
and then coats of skins are used. 

The Chaeo Indian is seldom 
on foot— he and his horse are insepar- 
able. BoUSCa no saddle except a 

jaguar skin, no bridle except a thin 
stnp of raw hide looped around the 
lower jaw of bis horse — spurs and 
stirrups are both absent His dwell- 
ing is a tent covered usually with 
mats woven from the epidermis of 
young leaves of a palm tree ; it is set 
up by two long uprights and a ridge 
pole, over which the mat is suspend- 
ed. Tho "bed is a hammock swung 
between two upright poles. He only 
seeks the shelter of the tout when it 
rains. Being" a free hooter or robber, 
he is, of course, always on the 
move. and often plunders the 
Spanish settlements. He does not 
tint me his captives, even when 
the white man falls into bis bands, 
and as to the captive women and 
children, they are adopted into the 
tribe. 

The war weapons are, a lance often 
fifteen feet long, hows and arrows, 
and a club, called by the Spaniards 
••inaeaiui." The " macana" is about 
two feet in length, thicker and heavi- 
er at the extremities than in the mid- 
dle. The mode of grasping it is round 
the narrow part ill the middle, and it is 
used for si liking and throwing to a 
distance. The Indian u>cs Ins long 
lances both to kill his enemies and 
also to help him mount Ins horse 

Re plaeea the buit of his lance upon 

the ground, grasps it a little above 
his head With Ins right hand, and 
then giving a spring, tli-ops upon the 
hack of his steed. He always mounts 
on the right side, contrary to the 
Suropoan custom. 



wild game, fish — which he shoots 
with arrows, instead of catching with 
a book — and various kinds of vegeta- 
bles ninl plants. There are t-tii-gless 
bees in El Gran Chnoo, and the Inditm 
possesses such keen sight that it en- 
ables him to trace the movements of 
I he bees, and follow them to their 
hoard, which, when found, is prompt- 
ly plundered. By mi: ing honey wtlh 
a certain kind if plant, called tho 
algarobia, a pleasant, bul highly in- 
toxicating drink is made, which, how- 
ever, to the credit of the Indian, is 
used \cvy sparingly and only on great 
occasions. Be is usually the owner 
of a small herd of cattle and a few 
sheep, which he obtains by plunder- 
ing the neighboring Spanish settle- 
ments. 

In his expeditions, if be meets with 
a river, he swims il on horseback. _A 
sort of square box of bull's hide call- 
ed "pelot a" carries over the house- 
hold utensils, babies, and young 
puppies, of which there is generally a 
huge number in every household. 
The pelota is pulled over by means of 
a rope held in the mouth of a 
swimmer or tied to a horse's tail. 

Among these people, according to 
tho old monkish authorities, a man 
of eighty was reckoned to be in the 
prime of manhood, a hundred years 
was accounted a common age ; anil 
many of them lived to be a hundred 
and twenty. Without putting too 
much faith in the account of tho 
monks, it may be safely said that ow- 
ing to their tine climate and mode of 
life, the Indians of (he (Iran Chaeo 
enjoy health and strength to a very 
old age — unless they get killed in 
battle, which among these people, 
may be looked upon as a more natural 
way of dying than by disease.

The Marriage in Carta, of Galilee. 

Christ's first miracle took place nt a 
marriage feast, and an account of ii 
may l>c read in St. John, Chapter 
II.. versos 1-11. 

In Palestine the habits of the in- 
habitants have changed hut littk* 
since the time of Christ, and weddings 
arc conducted now in ihc same way 
they were a thousand years ago. The 
ceremonies often occupy several days. 
— gomcti lues even a week. The bride 
goes through her toilet and other 
preliminary in the presence of her 
female fiicndi and guest?, wiih tlie 
accompaniment of music and long. 
Tliis generally takes two days, Hen 
na, a kind of dye, is applied to the 
hands and feet of the bride, and the 
next day the whole female portion of 
the guests spend at the bath which 
they have previously engaged for their 
own exclusive use. On the evening 
of ihc day of the marriage, the brio* 
is conducted to a reception room, 
where Iter hair is braided into ntiiner- 
ons fine plaits, a girdle is wound 
around her waist, and the wedding 
dress is donned — all to the acconi 
pmiment of music and the tears and 
s'gln of the bride, who bj expected to 
cry as much as possible. The bride- 
groom has not beeu idle in the mean- 
while. He has been getting his wed- 
ding garment in order. Said gar- 
ment generally consists of a robe of 
the finest broadcloth which his mean" 
will ullow, sometimes embroidered 
with gold. Midnight is considered 
the best hour for the final cere 
monies. As the hour approaches, 
lanterns and music arc got ready, and 
the bridegroom and his friends start 
for the residence of the bri Je. The 

?;room covers his mouth with a silk 
land kerchief, and leads by the hand 
alii tic boy. called "the mock-bride- 
groom," who is dressed exactly like 
the real one, and imitates hix slightest 
movements. Then como the friends 
and guests, after whom comes a hamt- 
somely caparisoned horse, on whose 
back is a finely dressed little girl call- 
ed "the mock bride." The bride- 
groom has to kiss tho hand of every 
one ho meets and crave a blessing 
from them. 

Wo will now return to the bride's 
house. Almost ail tho company, fa- 
tigued with the festivals, are sound 
asleep. Suddenly the sound of 
advancing music is heard and the 
glare of torches is teen, and the cry- 
rings through the house, •'behold the 
bridegroom cometh ; go ye out t«> 
meet him.'* Ail is confusion for a 
short lime ; lamps and torches arc lit. 
and the friends of tho bride go forth 
to meet those of the groom and es- 
cort them to the house. After a 
short rest, the bride is demanded and 
refused, but after a short struggle she 
is given up. and departs with the 
groom and his friends. 

The friends of both parties being 
invited to the wedding festival, a; 
concourse often assembles, and provi- 
sions sometimes fall short, as they did 
at the marriage feast at Cana of Gali- 
leo. One legend has it that Jesos 
and hi*. '■ were invited through 

the influence of Nathaniel, while 
another says that the wedding was 
either that of one of the daughters of 
the Virgin Mary, to whom tradition 
gives the names of 
mar, or one <>f her nephews. 

It is probable lhat the host did not 
expect Jesus to bring 
with him, and as Mary ap)> 
him when the wine gave out, it i« 
evident that she possessed some uu 
tbority in the hottse. The reply of 
Christ to the appeal : "Woman, what 
have I to do wiih thec," net 
rude at first sight, but that is the 
t of our translations.

SUGGESTION'S FOIt KMKRU UX0IK3. 

Nearly every one knows what to do 
in ca.se of injury or sudden sicklies-", 
but it often happens that, under the 
excitement attending such circum 
stances, they become con fused and for 
get all they know about it. The fol- 
lowing suggestions might, be pasted 
Upon the inside of the closet or book- 
case door, where they could be refer 
red to promptly. 

For stomach cramps, ginger ale, or 
a teaspooiiful of the tincture of ginger 
in ;i half-glass of water, in which a 
half teaspooiiful of soda has been dis- 
solved 

Swallowing saliva often relieves sour 
stomach. 

Hot, dry flannel, applied as hot as 
possible, for neuralgia, 

Whooping-cough paroxysms are re- 
lieved by breathing the fumes of tttr- 
|tcntiuo or carbolic acid. 

For cold in the head nothing is bet 
tor than powdered borax snu fled up 
the nostrils. 

A strong solution of bicarbonate of 
<oda (baking soda), taken frequently, 
•s a reliable remedy for iliaiihco.il trou- 
bles, particularly those arising from 
acidity of the stomach. 

A standing antidote for poison by 
dew, poison-oak, ivy, etc., is to lake a 
handful of quicklime, dissolve it in 
water, let it stand half an hour, then 
paint the poisoned parts with it 
Three or four applications will never 
fail to cure the most aggravated cases. 

If children do not thrive well on 
fresh milk, it should be boiled. 

Powdered resin is the best, thing to 
-top bleeding from cuts. After the 
powder is sprinkled on, wrap the 
wound with a soft cotton cloth. As 
soon as the wound begins to feel 
feverish, keep the cloth wet with cold 
water. 

For burns, sweet oil and cotton 
are the standard remedies. If they 
arc not at hand, sprinkle the burn- 
ed part with flour tied wrap loose- 
ly with a soft cloth. Don't remove 
i he dressing until the inflammation 
subsides, as it will break the now 
skin that is forming. 

For nose bleeding, bathe the face 
and neck with cold water. 

If the artery is severed, tie a 
small cord or handkerchief tightly 
above it. 

For bilious colic, soda and ginger 
in hot water. It may be taken frec- 

'y- 

Broken limbs should be placed in 
natural positions, and the patient 
kept quiet until the surgeon arrives. 

Nervous spasms are usually reliev- 
ed by a little salt taken into the 
month and allowed to dissolve. 

Hemorrhages of the lungs or stom- 
ach arc promptly checked by email 
doses of salt. The patient should 
be kept as quiet as possible. 

Sleeplessness caused by too much 
blood in the bend, may be overcome 
by applying a cloth wet with cold 
water to Ihc back of the neck. 

For pains in the cheat or stomach, 
as much Dover's powder as will lie 
on a silver 5 cent piece. 

Wind colic is promptly relieved by 
peppermint essence taken in a little 
warm water. For small children, it 
may be sweetened. Paregoric is also 
good. 

Ghloratc of potash dissolved m 
water is a standard remedy for sore 
ihio.it, particularly if the throat feels 
raw. 

Tickling in the throat is best re- 
lieved by a gargle of salt, anil water. 

Indigestion is the prolific ca 
colics, diarrhosa, headaches, constipa- 
tion and many di eases of the bladder. 
Food that is not digested ferments 
and becomes powerful acid, causing 
irritation and inflammation wherever 
it touches. Many fevers aie cau-ed 
by it. Pepsin is the best remedy, if 
taken immediately after eating. If

Immediately the 
seized the youths, lore off their 
garments, tied their hands behind 
I heir hacks, and commenced whip- 
ping them. None of the spectators 
could sustain the sight of this cruel 

execution except Brutus. It is said 

that he did not, turn away his eyes for 
an instant, ami not, a movement of 
pity softened tho wrath ami severity 

impressed on hie countenance. He 
contemplated with a dry tierce eye the 

punishment of his sons until they fell 

to the earth, and their heads fell 
under the ate. Then leaving the 
punishment of the remainder to his 
colleague, ho retired. After some 
delay, tho other OOltspiratori wnv. put 
to death. They appealed to Brutus 

for mercy, but he laid, " I Could 
jttdge my nous, but, I leave the oilier 

uoti piratora to th i people ; it, is for 
them to pronounce the punishment, 

Back one can speak and propose for 
the form of punishment llO prefers." 
Brutus was slain in battle by Aruns, 
a son of Tarquin tbe Superb. The 

name BrUtnt, means ihc brute or stu- 
pid one, and was given lo IJriitns be-
